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'Anything Is 

Possible' In 
ACHS Talks

"Anything is possible," was the answer 
given by Ted DeRousse, head of the Antioch 
High School Teachers' Union, when asked if 
the teachers were going out on strike. 

On Wednesday, Oct. 22, the teachers voted 
to inform the state and board of their intent 
to strike. This was officially done on Monday. 

According to one of the negotiators for the 

teachers, Norm Hahn, this is a legal 

procedurednust be done five days before 

striking) that means the teachers can strike 

, A but not that they are definitely going to. 
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Hahn said, "We are close, although the 
board's offer on four of the items is not exac- 
tly what we are looking for, we can live with 
it if they will come up on our salary request." 

At. press time the teachers are asking for 
an eight-and-one-half percent increase for 
one year or 17 percent on a two-year contract 
basis. 

The boards last offer was a 7 percent in- 
crease for one year or 14 percent over a two 
year span. Officials of the board have 
previously stated that 14 percent is a final 
"highest we will go offer." 

During the negotiations, the teachers have 
said that it's not just the money (salary 
raises), but all five points put together in a 
package that is the hold up. 

According to the board, the entire package 
being talked about amounts to over a $400,000 
increase. 

The teachers are calling for binding ar- 
bitration to settle the stalemate; the board 
has said "never" to that 

At press time, Wes Jennings, the federal 
mediator, had called a meeting of the two 
negotiating teams at 7:30 p.m., on Saturday, 
Nov. 6. 

When DeRousse was asked if the teachers 
would hold off any strike plans until that 
meeting, he refused comment. 

When the head negotiator for the teachers, 
Dick Olson, asked to "let the professionals 
handle things," on Oct. 21, Frank Walsh, 
head negotiator for the board said; i started 
this with my committee and I will finish it 
that way." 

According to the board, the concessions 
made at the last negotiations meeting on Oct. 
21 include: allowing Allendale teachers in 
the high school bargaining unit to apply for a 
substitute teacher two days before the union 
meeting, held once a month on Wednesday, 
at 2:35 p.m.: payment of $300 per semester 
per teacher to 10 teachers to monitor the 
cafeteria for 25 minutes, five days a week 
when school is in session (total cost $6,000) ; 7 
percent salary increase for this and next 
school session. 

The board said they agreed to fair share ui 
which all teachers (except three tenure 
teachers) will pay 1280 a year union dues but 
they donotnecessarilyhave to join the union. 

At the end of the year an auditor will sub- 
tract the cost of representation and give any 
override back to the individual teacher. 

The board also agreed to make a class size 
statement to avoid class sizes that hamper 
good education.

Double Trouble

The Village of Antioch, population less 
than 5,000 middle and upper middle class 
people, many professionals, for the most 
part has the very low crime rate expected 
of a village of this size, that has a very 
active and well-respecled police depart- 
ment. 

Antioch Twp., population between 17,000 
and 20,000, falls into the same category 
with the Lake County Sheriff's Dept. 
policing the unincorporated area. 

For 100 years the Antioch News, the 
Antioch Reporter and now the Antioch 
News-Reporter has covered the Antioch 
crime beat on a week to week basis. 
Usually this may mean a few petty thefts, 
a drunk-driving arrest or the passing of 
some bad checks in local retail 
outletst deceptive practice). 

But every so often the headlines of the 
local newspapers have mirrored those 
being run in the more metropolitan dailies. 

Back in the 1920s and 1930s, when the law 
enforcement of the area was dependent on 
the sheriff's department, and a local 
constable, magistrate or marshalKtheir 
titles changed), the Antioch News carried 
stories of bootlegging. and slot machine 
dealings perpetuated by members of 
Chicago's gangland that wended their way 
up north where Elliot Ness was not as 
much in evidence. 

In. 1927, an Antioch constable, Stanley 
Thompson, shot and killed a prominent 
Chicago gangster that had thrown a girl 
from a car after kidnapping her in 
May wood. Ail four of the bullets Thompson 
fired hit the mark. 

The local News headlines in 1929 mat- 
ched those running in the Chicago Tribune 
when federal agents cornered 13 Chicago 
gunmen in two Deep Lake resorts in 
connection with the illegal delivery of 
liquor during prohibition. 

Newspaper stories told about world- 
infamous characters like Bugs Moran and 
Al Capone hanging around a resort in Bluff 
Lake. 

.The local constables and the sheriff's 
department were kept busy on the 
weekends stopping fights, etc. in the many 
road houses that could be found in Antioch 
Twp. 

During these years a jewelry store in 

Wilmot owned by R. C. ShotliffUhen 
considered part of the Antioch territory 



covered by the NewsJwas robbed; service 
stations were being robbed and one robber 
was shot to death and another ap- 
prehended after "The Great Soo Railroad 
Line Robbery." . 

After World War 2, the Village of Antioch 
employed one chief of police and two 
patrolmen. The chief's salary was $200 per 
month and the patrolmen were making 
$180 each. 

The 1950's brought mom, apple pie and 
Police Chief Walter Scott to Antioch. 

Sometime the most exciting story in the 
Antioch News was about "Scotty" 
breaking up a teenage fight. 

During the 1960's and 1970's, when world 
famous author Jay Robert Nash III, (who is 
now a nationally known researcher), did a 
year's stint at the Antioch News, things 
livened up a bit when a drunk pointed a 
shotgun at passersby on Main St. from an

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Grass Lake Rece/Ves 
State Report Card 



As required by state law, 
Grass Lake Elementary 
School, Dist. 36, released its 
first annual School Report 
Card. The report card 
provides information about 
students, student per- 
formance, instruction and 
finances for the elementary 
school district. 

The information contained 
in the report card was 
gathered during the 1985-86 
school year, with some 
financial facts dating back to 
the 1984-85 school year. To 
maintain uniformity, the for- 
mat of the report card was 
the same all over the state. 

Since many studies have 
shown that students from 
low-income families suffer 
in their school work, the per- 
centage of these low-income 
children at Grass Lake 
School is an important 
statistic. The report 
revealed that 8,4 percent of 
Grass Lake students are 
from low-income families, 
considerably less than the 
state average of 23.7 per- 
cent. 

Of the 251 students 
enrolled at Grass Lake 
Elementary School, per- 
cent are participating in 
special education programs. 
Grass Lake Sup. Anthony 
Przeklasa added in a letter, 
however, that no children at 
Grass Lake School spend 
more than 50 percent of their 
time in special education 
classes. 

In his letter, Przeklasa 
said that 20 students receive 
speech and language resour- 
ce services. He added that 18 
students receive Learning 
Disability resource services, 
and that six students are 
tuitioned out to other schools 



for self-contained special 
education services. 

Grass Lake School scores 
well in the student at- 
tendance rate category. The 
best rate would be 100 per- 
cent, meaning that all 
students attend school every 
day. If the attendance rate is 
good, students tend to have 
higher classroom per- 
formances. 

95.1 percent of Grass Lake 
School students attend 
school regularly, 1.5 percent 
above the state average. 

The student mobility per- 
centage indicates how many 
students enter or leave the 
school during the school 
year, ll percent of the 
students enrolled at Grass 
Lake School either came or 
left during the 1985-86 school 
year, with 20.8 percent being 
the state average. 

Grass Lake also scored 
well in student performance 
characteristics. The state 
average for students not 
promoted to the next grade 
is 5.1 percent. Only 2 percent 
of all Grass Lake students 
did not get promoted to the 
next level. 

In the area of instructional 
resources, Grass Lake 
School has mixed results. 
The report says that grade 
three at Grass Lake has an 
average class size of 29 
students, more than five 
above the state average. 
Grade six is almost eight 
above the state average, 
with grade eight being the 
only grade to report a class 
size less than the state 
average. 

On the whole, Grass Lake 
students spend more 
minutes per day studying 
English and social science 



than their fellow students 
throughout the state. Grass 
Lake School does, however, 
spend less minutes per day 
teaching math and science 
courses than the average 
state school; the difference, 
though, is minimal. 

The teacher to pupil ratio 
at Grass Lake School is, ac- 
cording to the report, very 
close to the state average. 
There are 21.8 teachers for 
every student at Grass Lake, 
and 20.8 students per teacher 
across the state. The pupil- 
administrator ratio is very 
good at Grass Lake School, 
with 167.3 to one versus 221.8 
to one state-wide. 

Teacher's salaries, at 
$18,581, are almost $10,000 
short of the state average, 
The average Grass Lake ad- 
ministrator salary is $34,667, 
and the state average is 
$41,284. In regard to the 
operating expenditure per 
student, Przeklasa wrote 
that, "the operating expense 
per pupil is almost $l,6O0 or 
28 percent less than the 
state-wide average." 

Any student who lives out- 
side of Dist. 36 will pay $2,352 
to attend Grass Lake School, 
while the state average for 
per capita tuition charge is 
$3,071. 

Dist. 36 had a total fund of 
expenditures of $728,809 for 
the school year of 1984-85. Of 
that total fund, 78.6 percent 
was spent on education. The 
state average is 77.3 percent. 
The remaining 21.4 percent 
is spent, on maintenance, 
transportation, bond and in- 
terest, municipal retirement 
and construction.

Parking Gets Facelift 



The improvements in 
Antioch's downtown parking 
situation are proceeding at a 
steady rate. According to 
Michael Warren of Century 
21, half of the blacktop has 
already been poured. He also 
said, though, that the ex- 
tremely rainy weather has 
hindered efforts to pour the 
rest. 

The Antioch Redevelop- 
ment Commission, founded 
in 1984, is supervising 
construction in the parking 
areas. A tax incremental 
program is financing the 
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project, and two-thirds of the 
parking improvements are 
within the tax incrementat's 
financing district. 

Warren said that by the 
end of the year the parking 
areas should be completely 
blacktopped and have lights 
installed. 

The Rotary Park Project, 
said Warren, should be 
finished by spring. The 
Antioch Rotary Club has 
voted to improve the 
pedestrian access to the 
park area. 
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New Parking

Marriot Lincolnshire 
Theater just opened its 
current beautifully done 
production of the Rodgcrs 
and Hammcrstcin classic, 
"The King and I."and has 
scheduled it to run through 
the Christmas holidays. A 
great idea since it's a show 
thecntirc family will enjoy. 

Leading a very competent 
cast are Mary Ernster as 
Anna, the English teacher 
who travels to Siam to teach 
the King of Siam's 70 some 
children and many wives, 
and Ray Fcwcn who plays a 
very "young" King. 

Ernster plays her role 
much the same as Irene 
Dunne and Deborah Kerr did 
in Hollywood's non-musical 
and musical versions of 
Margaret Landon's popular 
story. Marriott's Anna is a 
beautiful, very strong and 
classy lady. 

Fewcn has a hard row to 
hoe following Yule Bryn- 
ncr's Chicago run last year 
in the role of the King which 

was his very own for many 
years. 

Fewen mows like one 
would expect the King of 
Siam to move; he dresses 
like one would expect the 
King to dress; he barks 
orders and delivers his lines 
like an early 19th century 
oriental potentate would 
have, but something is 
missing. 

For those of us who have 
been acquainted with King 
over the years, he looks too 
young and too oxidentat even 



on his death bed, and the 
regal but lovable depth of his 
personality that was beneath 
that stoic surface is missing. 

For those who arc being 
treated to what is really a 
love story of sorts for the 
first time, Fewen's forceful 
interpretation of a man who 
wants to learn to govern his 
people by using the best of 
two worlds, is a good one.

Warrant Officer Church, 
Sousa's concert style was for 
his audiences, not his 
colleagues. Above all else, 
he was an entertainer. His 
concerts were characterized 
by their fast pace, spirited 
encores that came many 
times during the concert, use 
of outstanding soloists, and a 
rousing finale of his most 
famous composition, "The 
Stars and Stripes, Forever." 

Sousa was born in 
Washington, D.C. on Nov. 6, 
1854, the third of 10 children. 
As a child, he was an ex- 
cellent student, both in his 
academic and musical 
studies. At age 13, he plan- 
ned on running away with a 
circus band, but his father, 
Antonio, enlisted him in- 
stead as an apprentice 
musician in the U.S. Marine 
Band. 

After his military 
discharge at age 20, Sousa 
remained in Washington and 
continued conducting and 
performing on the violin, his 
first love. 

After several years of con- 
ducting, composing and per- 
forming in cities around the 
country, he accepted an ap- 
pointment, at age 25, as 
leader of the U.S. Marine 
Band. 

Twelve years later be 
resigned from that post and 
formed his own symphony 
concert band. Until his death 
on March 6, 1932, the Sousa 
Band performed for stan- 
ding-room-only crowds of 
admirers, both in the United 
States and abroad.

It's costume time as the area 
municipalities gea r-up Tor one of the greatest 
national March Gras anywhere, Halloween. 
Keeping things a little more in tune, 
remember that this year's Halloween 
celebration will take place on Friday. Maybe 
not on Friday the 13th, but the fact that the 
date is just switched around a little to read 
Friday, Oct. 31, is more than just a little 
ominous, especially as far as the always 
present unlucky black cats are concerned.. 

Halloween 1986 means for most people, 
kids donning $4 store-bought costumes, 
masked with the face of their favorite car- 
toon or toy-world character, and skipping off 
to their school, town or village party. 

Where it is allowed, some of these plastic 
and nylon clad masqueraders will carry 
shiny shopping bags, engraved with "Trick 
Or Treat", or synthetic handled hollow 
pumpkins from door to door in their own 
neighborhood during the eve's early twilight 
hours, most of them just standing there while 
the house's occupant puts mini-candy bars, 
bubble gum or apples into the waiting 
receptacles. 

Not only do many of today's Trick or 
Treaters forget to say that well-known 
epithet, most of them probably don't know 
exactly what it means.

But back in the days when Trick or Treat 
was invented, and no one had to have their

My husband tells how he and a pal 
wrapped a rope around one of the few out- 
houses left in town, but as they tipped it over, 
the sound of the crashing of dishes and other 
household goods greeted their cars.

My dad often recounted the mystery of how 
a lacey pair of bloomers bearing the em- 
broidered monogram of the local school 
teacher found their way to the top of the 
flagpole by the post office, waving in the 
breeze for alt the townfolk to admire, the 
morning of All Saints Day. 

Commenting on the news stories about 
treats containing razor blades or pins, etc., 
my father remarked that the only bad treat 
he had ever gotten came from old Mrs. 
Crimmins, the town grouch, who passed out 
little tea cakes loaded with pepper to the kids 
that used to dance around and jeer about her 
ample girth. 

The best true Halloween story also came 
from my dad who was an undertaker's 
assistant when he was 17. 

The way the tale went, early Halloween 
eve, just as he and his boss were reaching 
their workday's dcadlinet pardon the 
pun) when Old Joe, the very superstitious 
black janitor, was due to arrive to clean up 
the mortuary, my dad came up with a 
Halloween trick that really backfired. 

"You tell Joe that I had a heart attack this 
afternoon and died and you just haven't had 
time to finish the embalming," suggested my 
wayward parent. 

"I'll get on the table under the sheet and 
lookout!" he plotted. 

Well, the mortician went along with the 
plan, repeating how sad it was to sec such a 
young man pass away as he left, locking the 
door behind him. 

The rest was debt-filled history as far as 
my dad was concerned. 

"As Joe was sweeping and whistling, I 
moaned a little and started to sit up. There 
was a shout from Joe, he tried the door. I 
moaned and moved again. Then quick as a 
flash Joe went out the window and it was 
days before we saw him again when he came 
in a gave his notice," my father said.

An in- 
spection of the coroner's file 



on Runkle revealed that 
most of the evidence 
Stagman cited was 
misleading and some was 
just plain wrong. Stagman 
made much of the fact that 
Runkle's signature on the 
final notes she wrote was dif- 
ferent from her handwriting. 
True, but the signature mat- 
ched those on all her iden- 
tification documents. It is 
not unusual for people to 
have a stylized signature 
that differs from their nor- 
mal handwriting.

Release $2.5 Million In Flood Grants 



Flood victims in nor- 
theastern Illinois will soon 
begin receiving nearly $2.5 
million in direct grants now 
that the money has been 
transferred from 

Washington, D.C. to the state 
treasury in Springfield, Gov. 
James R. Thompson said on 
Oct. 21. 

The money is part of the 
federal disaster relief 
program for flood victims in 
portions of Cook, Lake and 
McHenry counties. 
President Reagan approved 
the governor's request 
earlier this month to declare 
part of northeastern Illinois 
a national disaster area and 
other areas have been added 
since then. 

"In each step in this 
process, from designating 
state' disaster areas, to 
calling out the National 
Guard, to asking for and 
receiving federal help, ap- 
propriate, prompt action 



was taken to respond to a dif- 
ficult situation," the gover- 
nor said. "For more than a 
week, flood victims have 
been cleaning up homes and 
filling out forms. This money 
will help them take care of 
one job and make the other 
worthwhile. 

The transfer of funds 
today from Washington to 
the state treasury in 
Springfield means that ap- 
plications for grants can be 
processed," he added. ' 

The first nine vouchers for 
individual assistance grants, 
worth more than $18,460, 
were sent Friday from the 
Emergency Services and 
Disaster Agency (ESDA) to 
the comptroller's office for 
processing so money can be 
handed out to flood victims. 

One of the grants will go to 
an 81-year-old McHenry 
County woman whose home 
was flooded. She'll use her 
$1,700 grant to purchase ap- 



pliances, kitchen utensils 
and clothes. 

"Because of the severity of 
the flooding, the Governor 
elected to earmark all the 
CSBG funds we had put aside 
for this particular relief ef- 
fort," said DCCA Director 
Jay R. Hedges. "The funds 
are limited, so it is Im- 
portant that people un- 
derstand they are available 
only to individuals from low- 
income households, and then 
only for short-term needs." 

CSBG funds will go to 
Community Action Agencies 
requesting emergency 
assistance. They include the 
Community and Economic 
Development Assn. of Cook 
County, $25,000; the Illinois 
Valley Economic Develop- 
ment Corporation, $10,000 
for Jersey and Calhoun coun- 
ties; the Lake County Com- 
munity Action Agency, 
$30,000; the St. Clair County 
Community Action Agency, 



$40,000; the Tri-Country 
Regional Planning Com- 
mission, $7,000; and the Two 
Rivers Regional Council, 
$10,000 for Adams and 
Schuyler counties.

UNITED STATES 

SENATE 

\ Incumbent Democratic 
Senator, Alan Dixon, will 
most likely be the top vote- 
getter in the state. He has 
been a middle of the road 



senator who reflects the 
diverse sentiments of his 
constituents. He is fiscally 
conservative and has also 
supported President Reagan 
on most defense items. One 
notable exception was his 
successful opposition to the 
Sergeant York anti-aircraft 
gun, which he said was 
terribly flawed. Most ex- 
perts agreed with him. 

Dixon's opponent, 
Republican Judy Koehler, 
has been a state represen- 
tative since 1980. She is a 
solid conservative who 
promises to support 
President Reagan straight 
down the line. In the 
statehouse, she has opposed 
legislative pay raises. 

She has been hurt by run- 
ning an extremely negative 
campaign, slashing and 
tearing at Dixon at every op- 
portunity. She is further hurt 
by the nagging suspicion 
that there is little in- 
tellectual bedrock in her ap- 
proach to the issues. Many 
top Republican leaders will 
concede privately that she 
has run a terrible campaign 
and has become an em- 
barrassment.

TREASURER 

Democrat Jerry Cosentino 
has been in this office before, 
from 1979 to 1983. He would 
use the power of deposits and 
withdrawals to insure con- 
sumer protection in such 
areas as credit card finance 
charges and credit 
discrimination: 

Republican Mike Houston, 
the Mayor of Springfield, 
says that modern cash- 
management techniques 
should be introduced to the 
office to speed up collections 
and get the most interest out 
of deposits.

ATTORNEY GENERAL 

Republican challenger 
Bernard Carey, who was the 
pride of the Republican Par- 
ty as Cook County State's At- 
torney, seems to be out of his 
depth in this one. He has 
criticized Democratic in- 
cumbent Neil Hartigan for 
establishing regional offices 
throughout the state. That 
has been one of the most ' 
popular programs Hartigan 
has implemented. Carey has 
also said that the attorney 
general should be something 
of an at-large state's at- 
torney. That is statutorily 
impossible. 

Hartigan, during his 
tenure, his improved ser- 
vice, cut costs, and is in the 
process of computerizing the 
office for further savings. He 
has continued the advocacy 
programs begun so ef- 
fectively by Bill Clark and- 
Bill Scott during their terms 
as attorney general.

Geo-Karis will win in a lan- 
dslide in Lake County, but 
Burris remains strong down- 
state.

Republican incumbent 
Jim Edgar is the rising star 
of the Illinois Republican 
Party. He has been a leading 
advocate of tougher drunk 
driving laws as part of a 
larger program to improve 
overall traffic safety in the 
state. He has been an ef- 
fective, efficient ad- 
ministrator and appears to 
be the leading Republican 
candidate to some day take 
Thompson's place in the 
governor's mansion.

Marian 
Waddel, who I think is office secretary, with 
normally no after-hours responsibilities, was 
almost frantically busy every day until all 
hours, and still had her usual radiant smile to 
boost morale. All of the above were also 
noticeably visible at the sites of the various 
activities, well after the office had closed. 

All in all, f think we should all be proud of 
the professional dedication of the staff of our 
Lake County American Red Cross office.

The woodstove is the only 
practical heating unit fueled 
with a renewable source- 
wood. This includes the 
fireplace insert, since it is 
essentially a woodstove 
designed to fit in the 
fireplace opening. 

Krohn showed me some of 
the different types of wood- 
burners available. Soap- 
stone burners are the most 
expensive and the best for 
heat retention. They are 
very handsome as well. The 
most popular and the one we 
always think of, is the black 
cast iron stove, which also 
holds heat very well. Steel 
units are good heaters but 
heat retention is poor. 

Basic fire codes generally 
apply: a minimum of 1/2 to 
5/8 inch, sheet rock around 
walls; and no carpeting 18 to 
22 inches in front of the hear- 
th and 12 inches on the side. 

You can get a wood- 
burning stove to heat 800 
square feet for about $500. A 
heater which will facilitate 
1500 square feet will run 
around $2,500. 

Whether you cut your own 
wood, or buy it already cut, 
there are certain things you 
ought to know about. 

There are two basic types 
of wood. Hardwoods, when 



lighting the fire. But in order 
to do this safely and ef- 
ficiently, you'll need . to 
follow certain steps: 

1 ) Open wide the flue damper 
(up and down position) ; 

2) Open draft and/or ash 
door of stove or insert; 
3)Crumple up three full 
sheets of newspaper, place 
on grate of bottom of 
firebox; 

4) Lay up kindling (small 
strips of wood, twigs, or 
bark) in a rectangular or box 
shape, at least three layers 
deep; 

5)After checking that the 
damper and draft are open, 
ignite the crumpled 
newspapers with a kitchen 
match on two sides. 

Follow steps 2 and 4 to 
rekindle a fire which has 
been neglected. 

A class A chimney is what 
the fire codes require-that 
means it can handle tem- 
peratures up to 2,100 
degrees. Chimneys are 
tested by Underwriters 
Laboratories. 

Woodburners employ one 
of two basic types of chim- 
neys. Most common is the 
stove (flue) pipe connecting 
into a masonry chimney 
made up of cement block, 
brick or stone. The second 
type is the triple wall or in- 
sulated pipe. Both are inex- 



con- 
tinuously: 
DCheck your chimney 
and/or flue pipe visually on- 
ce a month; 

2) Have your chimney 
checked and cleaned by a 
certified chimneysweep an- 
nually; 

3) Use a good quality, non- 
corrosive chimney cleaner 
regularly. 

A recent development, the 
catalytic combustor, com- 
bats emissions and creosote 
buildup, and at the same 
time generates additional 
heat. It does this by burning 
the gases in the smoke. 
These are available as op- 
tions on new woodburners, 



as well as add-ons to be in- 
stalled in stovepipes and will 
be required by law in a few 
years. 

Even though there are a 
few important things to 
know about using your wood- 
burner, and some 
precautions necessary for 
safe and efficient operation, 
there are some important 
advantages. 

There are few working 
parts in your woodburner to 
wear out. Chances are it will 
outlast your car, several ap- 
pliances, and many a power 
outage. Trees will continue 
to grow, which means you 
are using the only renewable 
energy resource; not prone 
to price gouging, tran- 
sportation shutdowns, and 
overseas cartels. 

A good working relation- 
ship between you and your 
woodburner is assured 
through care, vigilance and 
respect.

What moves the stock: Its 24 percent 
return on equity historically has caused this 
stock to trade at a higher price-to-earnings 
ratio. The new tax law will benefit earnings 
an additional 10 to 12 percent and a strong 
cash flow should allow for additional in- 
creases. 

Performance: Currently, Pepsico is 
trading in the $27 range. "Pepsico is a steady 
climber with no surprises, and that adds up 
to security for an investor who can't afford a 
risk," said Fahy. 

Pepsico's reported a 12 percent increase in 
profits during the third quarter. 

Forcast: This stock could return to its 
yearly high of $35.50, and possibly go beyond 
in the long term. 
CLARK EQUIPMENT 
Suitable for; Moderate-risk, long-term in- 
vestors. 

Company discription: Clark equipment 
manufactures lift trucks, axles/tran- 
sm'ssions and construction machinery. The 
company also owns Clark/Credit Insurance 
subsidiaries. The stated book value is S27, 
but its asset value is estimated to be between 
$30 and $43 per share. However, this is not an 
earnings story, bu'. an asset play because the 
company pays no dividends. 
What moves the stock: The company is 



restructuring and buying back its stock. This 
stock may have more than $16 a share in 
cash plus assets worth $15 to $25 a share 
within 12 months. 

Performance: Currently the stock is 
trading in the $19 to $20 range. Over the past 
five years the price has fluctuated between a 
high of $39 and a low of $16. "Earnings have 
been non-existent for over two years," Fahy 
said. 

Forcast: The restructuring should move 
the slock price closer to its midpoint of 
breakup value ($36).

OWENS-CORNING FIBERGLASS 

Suitable for: Aggressive investors seeking 
short term returns. 

Company discription: Owens-Corning is 
the world's largest manufacturer of 
fiberglass. The company is financially 
restructuring to avoid a takeover. There is a 
95 percent probability that the restructuring 



will be completed as announced. But, don't 
look to this company for earnings. 

What moves the stock: Through outside 
financing against Its assets, Owens-Corning 
is buying back shares from stockholders. For 
each share, sellers will receive $52 cash, $16 
in the form of a bond, plus one new share of 
stock which will be worth an estimated $12 to 
$14 in approximately two months. 

Performance: "Owens-Corning has 
traditionally shown slow and steady growth 
in earnings, but while the company restruc- 
tures itself, there's the possibility of quick 
profit for investors,"said Fahy. Owens- 
Corning just reported a $58.4 million net loss 
for the third quarter due to a $200 million pre- 
tax write-off as part of the restructuring. 

Forcast: Simple addition shows that any 
stock purchased during the restructuring 
will be worth $80 to $82 per share six months 
down the road. Based on the Scpt.26 price of 
$77.50 it's a profit that would take a monr 
market account a full year to earn.

Businesses throughout 
Illinois could reduce their 
directory assistance bills by

nour direct link to directory 
assistance listings proposed 
Oct.2l by Illinois Bell. 

The service, called Direc- 
tory Express, was in- 
troduced in 1985 and curren- 
tly is available only to 
customers in the Chicago 
metropolitan area between 7 
a.m. and 11 p.m. daily. Un- 
der Illinois Bell's plan filed 
with the Illinois Commerce 
Commission, Directory Ex- 
press will be available to all 
Illinois Bell customers 
throughout the stale on a 24- 
hour basis. 

The service enables high- 
volume directory assistance 
customers to use their own 
computers to obtain 
telephone customers' 
names, addresses or 
telephone numbers. Such 
high-volume users include 
retail stores, marketing fir- 
ms, banks and credit com- 
panies. 

"Instead of contacting us 
to get the information, 
customers can now do it 
themselves and reduce their 
directory assistance bills by 
20 percent or more- 
depending on how often they 
use the service," said Mary 
Foley, Illinois Bell product 
manager. 

According to Foley, 
customers making at least 
500 calls to directory 
assistance per month could 
save 30 percent or more with 
Directory Express.

Beyond five hours, each ad- 
ditional minute is charged 14 
cents each. Users are also 
charged five cents per 
screen each time they com- 
plete a search using a 
telephone number, or eight 
cents per screen each time 
they complete a search using 
a name. 

Also, there is a one-time 
fee of $150 for an iden- 
tification number, password, 
operations manual and 
training class.

On Tuesday, Nov. 4, area 
voters will elect four coun- 
ty wide officials: sheriff, 
regional superintendent of 
education, county cleric and 
county treasurer. 

I. REGIONAL SUPT. OF 
EDUCATION 

This office serves as in- 
termediary between the 
Illinois State Board of 
Education and local school 
districts. The position also 
provides information and ad- 
vice to school authorities. It 
also enforces the state school 
code on health and safety 
matters. The educational 
superintendent must possess 
a master's degree, along 
with experience in both 
school administration and 
teaching. 

Regional school superin- 
tendent, William Thompson 
of Antioch, didn't seek 
reelection after serving 12 
years in the office. Sybil 
Yastrow of Deerfield was 
Thompson's principal aide 
for six years. She was the 
GOP winner of the March IB 
primary to succeed Thom- 
pson. Yastrow is unopposed 
in the Nov. 4 contest. No 
Lake County Democrat has 
ever been elected to this 
post 

II. COUNTY TREASURER 

This office mails out tax 
bills, collects payments, in- 
vests the taxes temporarily 
and distributes the tax 
monies and interest to 220 



taxing bodies in Lake Coun- 
ty. Republican incumbent 
Jack "Red" Anderson is con- 
sidered a shoo-in for a third- 
term over Democrat Robert 
Flannery. No area 
Democrat has ever been 
elected to this office. 



III. COUNTY CLERK 

The county clerk ad- 
ministers all elections and 
political affairs, including 
the disclosure of campaign 
expenditures and the filing 
of economic interest 
statements. The office Is 
concerned with tax ex- 
tensions from levies deter- 
mined by the county's taxing 
bodies. The county clerk also 
maintains vital records, in- 
cluding birth and death cer- 
tificates and marriage licen- 
ses. Finally, the clerk recor- 
ds the minutes of the Lake 
County Board meetings. 

For the past four elections, 
the Democrats have cap- 
tured the county clerk's of- 
fice despite the area's 
Republican propensity. 
Democratic incumbent Lin- 
da Hess is seeking reelection 
to a second-term over 
Republican Donna-Mae Lit- 
wiler.

Ulatowski said Catholics 
arc taking more time to plan 
a wedding, with the norm as 
six to eight months. 

People arc also taking a 
more active role in the type 
of service performed. 

"They're picking their 
own readers and passages 
and writing their own vows, 1 ' 
Ulatowski said. • 

The phrase "honor and 
obey" has been eliminated 
from the ceremonies;

Keep Reception Schedule Flexible

Karen Dempsey, banquet 
manager at the Country 
Squire restaurant in 
Grayslake, stresses one 
important point about 
planning the reception for a 
wedding: "time is 
valuable." 

Dempsey has handled 
many banquets for the 
Country Squire, and her 
experience in the field may 
prove helpful in the search 
lor a reception facility. 

One of the most important 
things to keep in mind, says 
Dempsey, is the coor- 
dination of the wedding 
ceremony and reception. 
Rather than narrowing down 
possible dates for both the 
ceremony and reception, one 
should allow at least a month 
for unanticipated changes. 

Dempsey says that it's 
common for people to 
arrange a date with a church 



only to find that the desired 
banquet hall has no 
openings. It makes things 
much easier when a person 
can ask for a certain month 
instead of only one par- 
ticularday. 

Another detail prospective 
couples must decide upon is 
an accurate guest list. 
Dempsey says that when 
people call with a proposed 
guest list of 100-200 people, 
there's noway to help them. 
She believes a list with a 
possible error of only 25 is 
necessary to arrange a 
banquet hall. 

The menu and prices must 
also be quickly established. 
It is a waste of lime to 
consider a menu that is too 
expensive or limited to 
properly supply the 
reception party. 

Many banquet halls, such 
as the Country Squire, 
conduct both the wedding 



ceremony and reception on 
their premises. During the 
summer weddings are often 
held ouLside, and in colder 
months indoors. Having both 
the ceremony and reception 
at the same facility could 
make the planning run more 
smoothly. 

Most banquet halls which 
furnish wedding receptions 
arc booked about a year in 
advance. Summer, spring, 
and fall weddings tend to 
have longer waiting lists, 
while winter weddings are 
generally easier to ac- 
commodate. This fact should 
be considered when planning 
for a wedding. 

Dempsey says, however, 
that people planning a 
wedding in less than 10 
months time should not give 
up. Even though some places 
are booked, a person should 
still call to make sure, since 
cancellations are always a 



possibility. It is also easier to 
book a hall on short notice 
when the proposed guest list 
is relatively small. 

According to Dempsey, 
one valuable tip concerns 
tentative reservations. She 
soys that there's a lot of 
people who call to inquire 
about a date but don't ac- 
tually reserve it. When one is 
serious about a certain hall, 
she suggests making ten- 
tative reservations on an 
open date. Contact the hall 
within a week alter making 
these reservations to finalize 
plans.

'Dynasty' s latest beauty 
also knows how to act

Memo to producer Aaron Spelling: You have a pen- 
chant for hiring extremely beautiful, glamorous ac- 
tresses for your shows, nine-tenths of them (conserva- 
tively) in the "drop dead" gorgeous category. But just in 
case it has escaped you, your latest discovery can act! 

Yes, blond, leggy Leann 
Hunley, who has just joined 
"Dynasty" as Blake Car- 
rington's secretary, Dana 
Waring, can fill out those 
Nolan Millers and carry a 
scene, too. In fact, Hunley, 
who in June wrapped up 
four years playing fashion 
designer Anna Di Mera on 
"Days of Our Lives," scored 
the upset of the daytime 
soap opera year by winning 
an Emmy for Best Support- 
ing Actress in July. 
The voting system for the Daytime Emmys is so archa- 
ic that someone who truly merits an acting award rarely 
wins one. Unfortunately, Hunley was not in New York City 
to hear the war whoops of the assembled soap press 
when her award was announced the day of the ceremo- 
ny. "I was working on an episode of 'Hotel,' which was 
also part of my test for 'Dynasty.' But my manager called 
me. and he cried, and I cried, and I went home, and my 
husband (real estate developed Bill Sheridan) was cry- 
ing. The next day, I got so many flowers my house looked 
like a funeral parlor." *<$. 

The award was tinged with irony, since "Days of Our 
Lives" had failed to renew her regular contract, suppos- 
edly because of a lack ol a story line. But she was already 
in the process of getting her "Dynasty" role at the time.
